td the greater number of impulses per 
revolution of the crank shaft the torque 
exercised on the shaft of the six-cylin- 
der is much more constant, making it 
the ideal engine for steady running and 
hard pulling at very low” speeds. In 
climbing steep grades the six-cylinder 
will hang on and pull, where the four- 
cylinder engine of the same power will 
STODp. 

The greater number of impulses per 
revolution materially reduces the shock 
to the driving mechanism of the car, 
and while it isnot noticeable when rid- 
ing in the ear each separate inipulse 
given to the crank shaft. and transmit- 
ted from the erank shaft to the driving 

the. ear by each. explosion is 
distinet and can be measured. Each 
of these impuises puts’a strain on all 
the different driving parts of the car, 
from the engine to the rear wheels, 


parts of 


creased tn number and decreased in 
volume it is very natural that they will 
not be so severe and as a result smaller 
driving parts ‘can be used safely on the 
car driven by the six-cylinder engine 
than on the one driven by the four-cy- 
linder engine of equal power, and from 
actual practice {t has been found that 
any given part of the car wall stand up 
better under a six-cylinder engine than 
under a four-cylinder of similar power. 

In comparing the weights of the four 
and six-cvlinder engines it will be found 
that while the we'ght-eof the six-cylinder 
as a whole is very littl if any more 
than the weight of the four-cylinder ol 
similay power, the weight of a number 
of parts used on the six-cylinder is con- 
siderably _ less. For instance, the fly- 
wheel used to store up sufficient ener- 
gy between the cylinder explosions and 
keep the speed constant does not have 
to be more than two-thirds as heavy 
in the six-cevlinder as the flywheel used 
on the four-cylinder: 

The greater number of explosions per 
revolution in the. six-eylinder make it 
possible for the engine to not only run 
slower, but to speed up much quicker 
than in the case of the fouy-evlinder. 

The use .of smaller eylinders for the 
same power reduces the sound of the 
explosions materially and consequently 
it is much 1nre easily muffled. The 
fivwheel héing. smaller and lighter per- 
mits of mreater road clearance. 

Demand Is Increasing. 

While there are a greater number of 
parts used on the six-cylinder the extra 
parts are all duplicates of the otlrers, so 
that no more separate parts need be 


carried than in the cise of a four-cylin- 


der. The constantly increasing demand 
for sixtevlinder cars in the face of all 
the néwspaper attacks is unquestionably 
one of the best proofs of the advantages 
and growing popularity of the six-cylin- 
der engine for use in high-powered cars. 

Everv manufacturer who is now build- 
ing. a good six-cyl’nder: car has orders 
for all he can possibly deliver for some 
time to come and most all of these per- 
sons’ who are buying six-cylinder cars 


had misgivings as to the merits of the

Passenger travel is fast increas- 
ing. and the gross income leaps-upWard in spite of 
cheaper rates. As a railroad manager Italy is ‘‘up to 
date’’ and ambitious. It has borrowed the “zone 
tariff’ from Hungary; from England the policy of 
running third-class cars on express trains, which the 
French and-even the Austrian railways have not yet 
adopted; from Switzerland its cheap monthly tickets 
and from Germany the endeavor to reckon indirect 
as well as direct benefits of cheap transport. 

‘One cannot now pay more than $17.44 for a straight- 
away railway journey in Italy. The first 150 kilo- 
meters (93.75 miles) cost, first-class, the usual Amert- 
Can rate, but after that each 100 kilos (62.50) added 
cost less, until the maximum is reached. For that 
one can zo, first-class, from Palermo to any 
frontier—say Pontebba. The old rate was $42.9. 
Third class the old rate was $19.49. It is now $7. 














In the. United States a cheap long-ride ticket is 
carefully guarded as to stop-over privileges for fear 
“the drummers may get hold of it.’’ Italy permits 
a stop every 186 miles. Longer stops arranged for in 
tourist tickets at prices greatly reduced from last 
year. 

But the drummer will most rejoice in the ‘‘abbona- 
mento”’ a go00d Swiss idea. For $40 the* busi- 
ness man buys a two-months ticket enabling him to 
travel first-class from Rome to Naples and anywhere 
in Southern. Italy and Sicily. He may ride all the 
time if he likes. His photograph pasted on his ticket 
prevents substitution. 

For cheap short rides between neighboring indus- 
trial cities the ‘‘esercizio economico” is devised. Bari- 
Taranto, 72 miles, for 60 cents third class and $1.20 
first class is an example. 

The Italian Government is probably not concerned 
for an immediate direct profit from the railroads, Its 
aim is rather to encourage travel in the interest of 
trade and general prosperity. But the income grows 
faster than had been anticipated. Many people who 
used to ride third class now buy second-class tickets, 
and there is a slighter but noticeable increase in first- 
class travel. Tourist travel was never before so great.

He is president 
of the Commercial National Bank, a 
flourishing institution which he organ- 
ized two or three years ago, and which 
ig now so prpsptrous that its capital 
Stock has incteased from $1 a share 
par to $207 a sifare in the short time the 
bank has been in existence. 

Stevens came here about fifteen years 
ago. He came as the confidential rep- 
resentative of. his fatber, a millionaire 
rallroad contractor, who was then build- 
ing the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
way. Stevens went into the brokerage 
business with A. B. Gurley, who at that 
time was one of the leading financial 
men of Washington. They had an office 
in the Adams Building, in G street, be- 
tween Sixteenth and Fourteenth streets. 
Mr. Stevens cast about in WaShington 
for an opportunity to go into the bank- 
ing business and. bought a bck of 
Btock in the West End National Bank.

NEW YoURK, Feb. 2.—Messrs. .D. C. 
Weeks & Son have begun the construc- 
tion of an. addition to the Pulitzer 


uilding, home of the New York World, 


to cover about 7500 square feet, in the 
rear of the present structure. 


The enlarged Pulitzer: building, when 


completed, will fill the whole block 
bounded by Park’ Row, Frankfort, 


North William’ streets and Brooklyn 


Bridge, having 15,496 square feet. of 


area over all. This will give The Wor!d 
the largest newspaper building in ex- 
istence. The new structure is to be 
completed Jan. 15, 1908, less than a year

Six American blue ribbon winners, the 
property of Mrs. Julius 8S. Walsh Jr.., 
and John 8S. Bratton will be sent from 
St. Louis to the international horse 
show which occurs in London at. the 
Olympia in June. These will be the only 
horses to go out of the West. for ap- 
pearance at the most pretentious ex- 
hibition of the kind in the world. 

“Thatch,” “Frills” and “Buster 
Brown” will constitute the string sent 
over by Mrs. Walsh. who will bear the 
distinction of being thee only - woman 
exhibitor sending horses from Amertea. 

Mr. Bratton. has selected ‘Water 
Boy,’ ‘“‘Medora,”” the jumper, and an- 
other jumper, *Séavird,’ and with thesg 
horses in the neld the St. Louls owners 
stand good chances of taking over one 
of the-firet prizes. Hundreds of St. 
jouisans are interested in tine horses 
and “‘stable chat” where class ts shown, 
is one of the recreations of a good por- 
tion of societ;. 

Mr. Bratton may accompany his anl- 
mals to see that great care is taken of 
them on the long trip across the conti- 
nent and the sea voyage to follow. Mra, 
Waish’s horses will be shipped with the 
Bratton string and this insures that no 
avoidable mischance will prevent them 
landing on the far side of the Atlantic 
in prime condition, which ‘will be im- 
proved by the few months’ stay in the 
near-London§ stables.

cial Warnings. 


HILE the Grand Jury were a few 
days ago ‘‘considering the con- 
dition of the Four Courts,’’ the 

unfortunate city employes compelled to 
daily work in that rickety structure were 
perfecting plans for their immediate escape 
shouldethe edifice suddenly collapse. Offi- 
cial warnings to leave the building ‘‘at the 





4 first sign of breaking plaster’’ had been 


staring them in the face for months. 

Many nervously watched the sky. As- 
sistant Oircuit Attorney Johnson hurried 
out?of the building every time the sun was 
obscured, without waiting for the ‘‘funzie!- 
shaped’’ cloud, which was in the back of 
every man’s mind who was compelled to 
work in the building. 

Awaiting the time when he should be 
peremptorily ordered out of the building 
and forbidden to re-enter it, each city em- 
ploye in the Four Courts had, as described 
below, carefully prerared a method of es- 
cape ‘‘at the first sign of breaking plaster.’’ 


HB Jailor had considered how he would save the 
T scores of prisuners in his charge. The 
watching over boys and girls and women, tn 
the sagging patched west wing of the third floor, was 
alive to every creak of a door and every tremble 
caused by Wagons and cars in the street.

Judge W. A. Taylor of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection showed little confidence in the opinions of the

tofore the rule had been to have one appeal day a 
month if all the work could be crowded into one day. 
But Judge Taylor, feeling that the condition of the 
building-was dangerous, decided to have four appeal 
days, one for each police cowrt. 

“As a rule,” said Judge Taylor, ‘‘there have been 
about two thousand persons on the Three C's floor 
every appeal day. Some attorneys have been afraid 
to represent clients on that floor, because the tim- 
bers creak and move under their feet. I have won- 
dered what a man could do in the Three C's court- 
room if the building should start to fall.

here. I have always thought of the danger, and | 
have always been ready to run or jump.” 

“I céuld jump out of the window,” sald Chief Dep- 
uty Marshal Weinbrenner, ‘“‘but I would like to have 
a chance to run out through tiie corridor. The 


‘building is just as Ukely to go in cold weather as 


any other, but it would be almost impossible for 
more than®half-dozen men to get out the front doors 
at one time now. What would happen if the build- 
ing were falling, I don’t know. The panic would be 
so bad that we might stand in our office and forget 
how to move.

John Shea, Superintendent of the Bertillon De- 
partment, at Policé Headquarters in the Four Courts, 
and his two assistants, had an office with windows 
the court. Rut these are barred with steel, and 
the only exit in case of danger would be a door 
leading out inte a dark corridor, which winds about 
through many forming a passage that it 
takes much experience to learn.

In this case, say labor leaders, 
is centered a climax in the strug- 
gle between unionism and ‘‘cap- 
italism’’—‘‘the Dread Scott case 
of the labor fight.’’

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Hardy Catalpa, a native of the Lower 
Wabash and Ohio river, which, nearly 
a century ago, gained a reputation as 
to its rapid growth and durability. is 
the only tree that ts useq for rallroad 
ties today that can be grown in 10 years, 
Its value for posts, telegraph and tete- 
phone poles, railroad ties and all kinds 
of furniture has been fully demonstra- 
ted. 

From a bulletin of Forestry (United 
States Agricultural Department) I quote 
the following on cataipa ‘‘speciosa:’ 
“As a post timber it has given excellent 
satisfaction. It ranks with black lo- 
cust and osage orange in du: vbility. 
while it surpasses it In rate of gi owth, 
form, penetrability and freedom from 
checking. Altogether, as a pest timber 
suitable for growing In a large section 
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of the Middle West, It has no equal. For 
telegraph ang telephone poles its only 


deficiency seems to be a tendency to- 
wards crookednessa, but possibly this 
can be overcome by special treatment. 


As a railroad tie timber the hardy ca- 
talpa has not had sufficient tria] to 
demonstrate what its rank should be. 
Experiments have left no doubt as to 
its resistance to decay. The main com- 
mercial plantations of catalpa are in 
lowa, Kansas and Nebraska.”’ 

A plantation of #0 acres of hardy ca- 
talpa at Eureka. Kan., netted the own- 
ers $252 per acre for 123 years’ growth, 
or a net annual rental of $15 per acre. 
The product was sold at a less price 
than is being paid here in St. Louts or 
in the Kast.

Some day we may have better sense than to 
patronize theaters, restaurants and clubs, and pub- 
lic and private places that are not properly and 
moderately lighted.

To erase the tired look of strained eyes due to toe 
much eleetric glare the muscle manipulator must 
understand not only the treatment of the face, but 
must be equally acquainted with the position of the 
muscles of the scalp, neck and chest. In other words, 
it is a much longer process and one requiring physical 
strength, perseverance, as well as the velvet touch 
and the magnetic hand. :
